HE cameos described in the present ar- 
ticle form two groups, the first con- 
sisting of portraits, the second of classical 
and ideal heads, both of the period of the 
Renaissance. Ihe greater number of por- 
traits produced in the 15th and 16th cen- 
turies represent, as indeed is natural, royal 
or princely personages, and it is a matter 
for regret that among those which have 
found their way into the national collection 
portraits of English sovereigns are few and 
of such inferior merit that none of them 
is included among the gems illustrated in 
the accompanying plate. 

The small female head cut in outline (D) 
is a work of singular delicacy, and one of 
the few stones in Sir Hans Sloane’s col- 
lection which can be placed in the highest 
class, An English origin is less probable 
than a French; and as the date 1s not far 
from the year 1500, the gem should per- 
haps be ascribed to a native engraver work- 
ing at the French Court before the impor- 
tation of Italians by Francis I.; the feeling 
is not that of Italy, but of northern Europe. 
The dark stratum of the onyx has been 
used with admirable effect in the veil, ac- 
centuating the purity of the profile beyond, 
which has a suggestion of nun-like tran- 
quility not infrequent in feminine portraits 
of the late 15th or early 16th century. The 
identity of the lady is unknown. 

The next two gems to be considered (M 
and ©) are very inferior in attraction but 
interesting as being, perhaps, of rather 
earlier date. They are cut in high relief 
in chalcedony and, as the translucency of 
the stone is unfavorable to photography, 
ere here reproduced from casts. They 
‘hould probably be assigned to the transi- 
tion between the Middle Ages and the Re- 
vival, but it is difficult to be sure in what 
locality they were executed. All that can 
be said is that, like the last example, they 
too were in all likelihood produced north 
of the Alps. The frankly ugly but lifelike 
male head (Q) has features which at first 
sight connect it with late classical art: but 
the deliberate effort after expressiveness 
inclines the balance in favor of the later 
period, to which the female head certainly 
belongs. : 

In the next gem, the René of Anjou (C), 
we have an identified portrait, a strong 
and realistic work, convincing and full of 
character. The King is represented as al- 
ready advanced in years, wearing a hat 
with upturned brim, below which is visible 
either a lining or a closely fitting cap. The 
portrait must have been executed during 
the last five years of René’s life (1475-80). 
The engraver has not been unsuccessful in

Bill Which Seeks to Give Manufacturers Right to Fix 
Prices of Trade-Marked Goods.

Which would give the manufacturer the 
ight to fix the re-sale price of his products, 
were given at the close of an extended 
hearing on the bill before the committee 
to-day. When the committee closed its 
initial hearing on the bill at a late hour, 
having been in session from 10 A. M. to 
voU PL M., with a brief recess for lunch, 
the majority of the committee members 
still appeared unconvinced that it would 
be unwise to give a manufacturer the right 
to dictate the ultimate price of his article. 

Lhe only witness before the committee 

day was Louis D. Brandeis. 

(hairman Adamson _ said his_ observa- 
tion was that the bill was principally in 
aid of patent medicine men. The discus- 
s.on in committee, however, was about 
hundreds of trade-marked articles, rang- 
ing from soap and cereals to plows and 
automobiles. Mr. Brandeis and _ other 
speakers contended that a manufacturer— 
provided he did not engage in a monopoly 

has a legal right to say that “I will 
make my article to sell at a certain price; 
let the dealer and the public observe that 
price or I don’t want to sell my article.” 

An inadvertent decision of the Supreme 
Court of the United States in the matter 
of fixing prices on proprietary articles 
played directly into the hands of monopoly 
and is tending to crush the small dealers, 
Mr. Brandeis told the committee. Mr. 
Brandeis declared repeatedly that the high- 
est court of the nation had failed to grasp 
the business significance of the question 
regarding re-sale prices and urged legisla- 
tion that would repair effect of the blow, 
which, as he says, has been struck at com- 
| le regulator of monopoly. Price 
cutting in the eves of Mr. Brandeis is the 
most effective weapon in the hands ot 
monopoly. It gives a whip to those with 
great capital, he said, and he pointed to 
many examples where he contended it had 
been used mercilessly. 

Department stores and chain stores have 
a very important place in the business of 
the country, Mr. Brandeis believes, and he 
predicted that they will continue to serve 
the public in a useful manner, but he de- 
nounced laws that permit the use of so- 
called “leaders’”—standard articles of well- 
known value, made so by dint of hard 
work, intelligence and ability, which Mr. 
Brandeis said are offered below cost in 
order to load a long line of customers 
through the labyrinth of temptations trom 
the sales of which the profits are derived.

The manu- 
facturer and the grower with their armies 
of employes form a part of the public 
whose rights have to be respected. There 
are in addition the middle men and others 
who finance both manufacturer and dealer 
and whose rights must be considered. The 
world has outgrown the haggling and 
bargaining of barter, Mr. 
Brandeis contended, and, as the coming 
of money partially standardized trade, so 
the fixing of re-sale prices will help to re- 
move the uncertainties of merchandising in 
this day. 

Despite the tendency of members of the 
committee to carry the question into theo- 
retical realms Mr. Brandeis sought to 
keep the discussion on a _ practical basis, 
contending throughout that the matter is 
one requiring horse sense and power to 
apply observations rather than an involved

problem. 

Mr. Brandeis referred to various articles 
which are now sold at standard prices. 
“When you go into a store to purchase 
one of these articles you don't have to go 
through the agony of mind of wondering 
if you're going to get what you ask for,” 
he added. “A man may buy these articles 
regularly and not be concerned about what 
he’s going to pay and whether it’s worth 
the money. 

“The goods have been standardized both 
as to price and qual.ty and the arrange- 
ments works out all right both for the 
ultimate consumer and the manufacturer 
and dealer. Of course, this bill is pre- 
dicated on the broad principle that price- 
fixing must not be accompanied by mon- 
opoly.” 

Mr. Brandeis appeared as the represent- 
ative of himself and the American Fair 
Trade League. Other representatives of 
the league present at the hearing included 
Dr. Lee Galloway, of New York Univers- 
itv; Mrs. Christine Frederick, domestic 
economist, of Philadelphia, and M. Zim- 
merman, trade investigator and publisher

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Railroad Men Oppose Jewelers’ Demand for New Baggage Rules. 











Hearing of Interstate Commerce Commission in Fight to Permit Salesmen to Sell from Sam- 
ples Carried in Trunks Ends with Testimony of Railway Baggage Officials. 














\WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 7.—The Inter- 
state Commerce Commission is not inclined 
to and probably will not grant any reliet 
to the jewelry trade that is not accorded 
to all other lines in the appeal for removal 
of the prohibition in railroad tariffs against 
the carrying as baggage of samples for sale 
or for free distribution. 

This is in effect the statement made by 
Examiner Bell of the commission on the 
closing day of the hearing granted on the 
complaint of the Jewelers’ Protective Union 
and other associations of the jewelry in- 
dustry which intervened against this re- 
striction. This statement was made when 
C. H. Hunter, representing the trunk line 
association, asked if it would be satisfac- 
tory if an exception was made for the 
jewelers because of the necessities of their 


trade. John B. Daish, counsel for the 
jewelry men, had pointed out that some ac- 
tion might be taken similar to that ap- 


proved by the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission in the dimensions case, when it 
was ruled that because of their exceptional 
needs whip salesmen might have baggage 
exceeding 72 inches in length. 

Another last-minute development of im- 
portance just-before the closing of the hear- 
ing was the testimony of O. G. Fessenden 
on redirect examination. Mr. Fessenden 
placed in evidence a letter published in THE 
JEWELERS’ CIRCULAR at his instance calling 
attention to the baggage rule that prohibited 
sales. It was testified that the jewelry men 
had called attention to and aided in the en- 
forcement of the rule, while no action to 
this effect had been taken by the railroads 
of the country. 

An abstract of the testimony in favor of 
the jewelry trade’s contention which was 
given Monday was published in the last 
issue of THE JEWELERS’ CrrcuLrar. The 
hearing of the railroad side of the case was 
begun Tuesday morning, when E. L. Bev- 
ington, chairman of the Fundamental Bag- 
gage Rules Committee and representative 
of the transcontinental lines and the South- 
eastern Passenger Association, took the 
stand. 

On direct examination the witness re- 
viewed the steps taken by the railroads of 
the country to establish uniform baggage 
rules and to limit baggage as much as pos- 
sible, because of the large amount that was 
hauled “free,” on passenger trains. Huis 
statement covered several hours, in which 
he went into great detail as to the baggage 
rules and the necessity of the prohibition 


’ 


against the carriage as baggage of samples 
to be sold or given away. Examiner Bell 
asked him if the railroads had not accepted 
sample baggage as ordinary baggage up to 
the vear 1910 without question. Mr. Bev- 
ington said that thev did, but that sample 
baggage had never been officially or openly 
recognized. The examiner asked if the 
baggage committee did not know some way 
to frame the rule so that it would satisfy 
all the interests concerned, and the witness 
replied that several conferences had been 
held with the jewelers and others at in- 


terest since the filing of the jewelers’ com- 
plaint, but all to no avail. 

The examiner questioned Mr. Bevington 
as to steps taken by the railroads to en- 
force the rule, and asked whether any gen- 
eral press notices calling attention to it had 
been sent out. He replied in the negative. 
He was then questioned as to instructions 
to baggage men to look out for sample bag- 
eage and guard against its sale. He said 
that some such rules may have been issued, 
but he could not produce them ofthand. 

Mr. Bevington testified that the railway 
ticket protective bureau had recently been 
organized by the railroads to protect tickets 
and prevent purchase of tickets merely for 
the purpose of shipping baggage. 

\t this point Examiner Bell asked the 

he knew way to write the 
rule so as to prescribe what a passenger 
might carry without basing it upon what 
he, the passenger, was going to do with 
the things so carried. A negative answer 
was given to the general effect that the rule 
was aimed to limit the carrying as baggage 
of goods for sale or free distribution. 

The examiner asked if it might not be 
satisfactory to adopt a rule charging 16% 
per cent. on all commercial baggage for 
the full amount carried. Mr. Bevington 
retorted quickly: “We do not want to take 
the stuff on passenger trains at any price. 
We want to avoid carrying it in this man- 
ner as much as possible. We do not want 
to increase personal baggage.” 

The examiner suggested that up to re- 
cently 999 out of every 1,000 of the general 
public never knew that there was any re- 
striction on what they might do with bag- 
gage carried by them. 

To this Mr. Bevington replied: “We 
would be glad to give this matter publicity 
in every possible way if the commission 
thinks that we should.” 

At this point Mr. Bevington interposed 
his statement that the railroads think that 
the rate of 16°75 per cent. is too low for 
excess baggage and that there should be no 
baggage carried free, as the passenger did 
not pay for this service. He suggested that 
passenger fares were fixed on the basis of 
carriage of the passenger alone and that 
baggage did not figure. He said that the 
States that had reduced rates did not make 
any allowance for baggage carried. The 
examiner asked if this matter had ever 
been taken up with the States at the time 
fares were lowered. The witness replied 
that the matter had been taken up. 

George A. Morton, general baggage agent 
of the New York, New Haven & Hartford 
Railroad, was the next witness called. He 
testified that in the month of Julv last but 
19 pedlers’ packs had been carried as bag- 
gage, compared with a total of 250,000 
pieces of baggage checked and 12,000 pieces 
of excess carried. He was asked if, in his 
opinion, the total amount of ‘baggage car- 
ried would increase if the rule complained 
of was abolished. He said he believed it 
would. 


Charles L. Hunter. vice-chairman of the 


witness if any 
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trunk line association, the next witness, 
pretaced his testimony with the statement 
that the carriers were anxious to aid and 
co-operate with the commercial interests if 
every way. He then launched into the gene 
eral history ot baggage trom the earliest 
telling of the growth ot baggage 
carrying as a necessity engendered by the 
need of caring for the personal effeets and 
impediments of travelers. While the car 
riage of pedlers’ packs is now practically 
obsolete, he said, there was a necessity for 
this in the early days of the country, when 
settlements, particularly in the west, were 
sparse, with few stores, and itinerants car- 
ried household necessities to rural homes 
in their packs. These packs, he said, finally 
became objectionable in passenger cars, and 
the railroads adopted a rule that they 
should be carried in baggage cars. He 
said these packs were small and cheap, atid 
did not come into terminals to be handled, 
because they were not interchangeable, and 
moved only from one small town to ane 
other as a rule, yi

The carriers, he declared, had steadily 
sought to limit baggage, and that all bulky 
articles carried because of necessity had 
been forced on the railroads much agairist 
their wills. He said that the carrying of 
commercial articles in baggage cars not 
only deprived the carriers of revenue, but 
interfered seriously with passenger service, 
The railroads, he said, could not let the 
jewelers have the privilege of selling from 
sample cases and deny it to others. “We 
would be swamped with complaints,” he dee 
clared. He stated further that commercial 
travelers got preferential treatment in the 
handling of baggage when it became neces 
sary to leave baggage behind on fast trains, 

Kxaminer Bell asked if it would not be 
a good thing to limit the amount of bag- 
gage that could be carried on short-trip 
tickets, or to reduce the amount of bag 
gage on a percentage basis with the amount 
paid for tickets. Mr. Hunter replied that, 
in his judgment, it would be impossible to 
tell where to draw the line. 

In-reply to another question Mr. Hunter 
said that in his belief, from the testimony 
given, the amount of baggage carried by 
the jewelers would not be increased if the 
rule were withdrawn; but he declared, “We 
must guard against an avalanche from other 
directions that would probably follow.” 

\ttorney Daish asked why, if some ar- 
ticles were admitted to baggage because of 
necessity, the necessity of the jewelry trade 
could not be recognized. The witness re- 
plied that in his judgment this was a mate 
ter for the commission to determine. 

Mr. Hunter then made a comparison of 
express and excess baggage rates and was 
cross-examined by Mr. Chandler, who drew 
out that excess baggage was not cheaper 
than express on many hauls when the han- 
dling at each terminal was taken into con- 
sideration. 


On the following day a number of bag- 
gage men were examined at length along 


the same line, all, with one exception, de- 
claring that withdrawal of the rule would 
result in a vast increase in baggage.

Plans Under Way for New England 
Jewlers’ Exhibit at Panama-Pacific 
Exposition. 

PROVIDENCE, R. [., Jan. 9—The Panama 
exposition committee of the Providence 
Chamber of Commerce assisted by the 
special committee on exports of the New 
England Manufacturing Jewelers’ and Sil- 
versmiths’ Association, is making special 
efforts to interest the manufacturing jewel- 
ers of this section to join in making a New 
England Jewelers’ exhibit at the exposi- 
tion. Under the auspices of the export 
committee a luncheon was held at the 
Crown Hotel, this city, about 10 days ago, 
at which the matter was discussed by the 
local manufacturers and a more general 
meeting ot manufacturers of the New 
England section has been called _ for 
Wednesday afternoon at North Attleboro.

Under the direction of Maurice J. Kar- 
peles, of the Low-Taussig-Karpeles Co., 
who is chairman of the two committees, 
plans have already been formulated for the 
staging of the exhibit of the New England 
jewelers in the building devoted to manu- 
factures and varied arts.

Toward 
close of 1913 the markets displayed con- 


spicuous weakness and the past year opened 
with a renewed decline in evidence, which 
continued with only spasmodic interruptions 
until the bottom point was reached around 
the middle of November. Then the 
don quotation fell to 22% pence, as against 
a minimum of 22 pence in 1908, while the 
cheapest price named at New York 
47° cents, or only a fraction above th 
low basis established six years previous. It 
was in April that the highest figures were 
attained—namely, 2714 pence at the British 
capital and 59% cents at this center—these 
quotations representing losses of 24% pence 
and 4% cents, respectively, from the best 
prices of 1913. 

As was to have been expected, the war 
materially restricted the shipments of silver 
from London to the Far Fast, incomplete 
returns indicating that the total movement 
was less than half as large as in the pre- 
ceding year. Only about $200,000 worth 
was reported as being sent to China, while 
India received approximately $25,000,000, 
against some $50,000,000 in 1913. From 
New York the outgo was also much re- 
duced, whereas the imports at this port 
made a close comparison with those of the 
previous year. 

In contrast to 1913, there was an absence 
of speculative operations on any large scale 
during the year just ended, the break in 
values being due mainly to the action of 
the law of supply and demand.

The first speaker was the Rev, Frank G. 
Smith, who told a number of amusing 
stories and said the average business man 
thought a minister was something apart 
from the rest of mankind and that he had 
no idea of the mighty perplexities of the 
world. Life, he said, was contained in five 
separate compartments: Domestic, busi- 
ness, civic, social and religion, all making 
one great whole. 

E. R. Jones, sales manager of a large 
Kansas City paper house, delivered an 
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important address and spoke of the re- 
forms in his trade on long credits. He 
said that by a mutual arrangement many 
reforms had been accomplished and long 
credits eliminated. 

He said a salesman’s work was not over 
when the sale was made, but that he should 
keep in close touch with the credit man, 
report gossip about his customers, 
inquiries on his own account, etc. 

H. A. Moore, one of the directors of 
the National Credit Men’s Association, also 
spoke on credits and the improvement otf 
business methods.

of holding customers has grown to large 


proportions, but it is up to the seller to 
insist that the terms of his sales be ad- 
hered to. We are all too much afraid of 


losing a customer by standing for what 1s 
right, but we sell no more goods by being 
lenient than by being just to ourselves. 

He pleaded with the jewelers to make 
their terms of sales mean something and 


to stick to that meaning, and that long 
terms or dating sales be settled by notes 
and acceptances. He also insisted that 


sellers should fight against unjust deduc- 
tions, showing that a customer who in- 
sisted on getting such treatment was a loss 
instead of a benefit to the house. If 24 per 
cent. of the failures were due to incom- 
petency and 35 per cent. to inexperience, 
and if failures in these causes are increas- 
ing, he said, it was up to the jobber and 
manufacturer to educate the new men in 
the business to be merchants, and the first 
essential of a merchant was to learn to pay 
promptly. 

The speaker urged the jobbers to put the 
delinquents in a class where they would 
have to send cash with the order and put 
the tricky business men in a class by them- 
Cash discounts, he said, had fallen 
into sad disgrace and trade concession has 
become a much abused term. The trade 
had forgotten that cash discounts are not 
an allowance from the billing price, but 
are a premium the seller paid as an insur- 
ance against loss when he got his money 
promptly. The laxity of manufacturers 
and jobbers is forcing the abolition of the 
discount allowance, These conditions, he 
said, exist not because the customers cre- 
ated them, but because the jobber and man- 
ufacturer had done so, and it was up to 
the latter to take the initiative for their 
abolition. But instead of fighting individ- 
ually the manufacturers and jobbers should 
fight together and establish the rule that 
terms and discounts must be ob- 
served or discounts will be abolished and 
terms modified.”

on furniture and fixtures, $1,900. 

According to the report, the notes re- 
ceivable are old instalment accounts and 
are believed to be of no value. An in- 
vestigator for the Board reported that the 
books of Zaconick poorly kept. 

Following the reading of the report an 
offer of settlement at 25 cents on the dol- 
lar was made on behalf of Mr. Zaconick by 
one of the Board’s representatives. After 
a lengthy discussion in which a majority 
of the creditors voiced their opinions re- 
garding the reported financial condition of 
the jeweler, they practically refused to ac- 
cept the offer. A, final decision on this 
refusal was nevertheless deferred until the 
Board’s investigator, who had journeyed 
to Johnstown, could be interviewed. A 
committee to call upon the Board’s repre- 
sentative upon his return was immediately 
appointed, consisting of the following 
creditors: L, Lehr, R. Dreyfus and R. S. 
Cronan. 

On Saturday the committee called upon 
the Board’s representative, at which time 
the affairs of the jeweler were again gone 
over. At this meeting the investigator re- 
vealed further information and the final 
result was the absolute refusal of the’ 25- 
cent offer. 

The reported financial condition Za- 
conick’s business, in the opinion the 
committee, warrants a more substantial 
offer than the one made and the members 
of the committee have notified the jeweler 
that they will accept no offer less than 00 
cents on the dollar. 

Mr. Zaconick claims that his present 
financial condition is due to the loss by 
robbery of diamonds worth about $6,000. 
This robbery, an account of which ap- 
peared in these columns Nov. 25 last, is 
claimed by Zaconick to have been com- 
mitted by his brother-in-law, Isidore Fink- 
elstein, who was at that time manager of 
the jewelry establishment. Circulars bear- 
ing the picture of Finkelstein, who im- 
mediately after the robbery disappeared, 
were sent out by the police department, but 
as yet no clue to the missing manager has 
obtained.

[It is reported that some valuable dia- 
monds have been stolen in England and 
the belief exists that they are on their way 
to the United States. The only charge 
against Mead, however, is smuggling the 
diamonds into the United States. Mead 
claims that he has made no attempt to de- 
fraud the Government. 

It is believed Federal officials will look 
up Mead’s history. An indictment was 
found against him by the grand jury which 
reported to Judge Rav in the United States 
Court to-day.

Musxkocer, Okla., Jan. 7—A _ voluntary 
petition in bankruptcy has been filed by 
the M. Miesch & Son Jewelry Co., and 
the schedules filed by the petitioner show 
the assets to be greater than the liabilities, 
the tormer being listed at $30,000 and the 
latter at $27,000. The officers of the com- 
pany are M. Miuesch, president; C. N. 
Miesch, vice-president, and Mrs. L. A. 
Hoffman, secretary and treasurer. 

M. Miesch, the head of the company, 
started in business in Clarksville, Tex., 
years ago, and in 1899 was succeeded by 
the firm of Miesch Bros., of which he was 
1 member. The concern dissolved in 1900, 
Michael Miesch locating in Cleveland, 
where he ran the Cleburne Jewelry Co. 
He came to Muskogee in September, 1902, 
and succeeded C. R. Wilson under the style 
of M. Miesch, Jr., & Co. He continued as 
sole owner of the business until it was in- 
corporated under the Oklahoma laws, with 
a capital of $24,000. The style of the com- 








pany was changed, Sept. 1, 1912, to M. 
Miesch & Son, Ince.

The Alliance has felt the effect of the severe 
depression in our trade, and for the first time in 
many years we are obliged to report a net loss in 
the number of members instead of a gain. This 
has occurred partly because many jewelers who 
meed the protection, and under ordinary conditions 
would have }\ ined the Alliance, have felt obliged 
to defer making any addition to their expenses, and 
also because a large number of our former mem- 
bers have retired or have failed and in consequence 
their certificates have been canceled. 

Our prsent membership is as follows: Class A, 
4,104; Class B, 1,688; total, 5,792; a net loss of 
85 (about 12 per cent.) for the year. 

Your committee hopes that an improvement in

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Detroit Common Council Passes Amend- 
ment to Autioneers’ Ordinance. 
Detroit, Mich., Jan. 9—An important 

amendment to the auctioneers’ ordinance 

was passed at the last meeting of the old 

Common Council, Jan. 6. It was introduced 

by Alderman Keating, but was stated to 

have been proposed by Alderman Barnett, 
who has been recognized as the spokesman 
of the auctioneers. The amendment had 
been in the hands of the ordinance com- 

mittee since Oct. 13. 

The following is the text of the amend- 
ment: 

An ordinance to amend Section 1 of Chapter 158 
of the compiled ordinances of the city of 
Detroit for the year 1912. 

Ir 1s HereBy ORDAINED BY THE PEOPLE OF THE 
City OF DETROIT: 

Section 1. That Section 4 of Chapter 158 of the 
Compiled Ordinances of the city of Detroit for 
the year 1912, be, and the same is hereby amended 
to read as follows: 

Sec. 4. Penalty.—Any person who shall sell or 
attempt to sell at public auction in this city any 
watch, clock, jewelry, silver or silver-plated ware 
or optical goods (except under and by virtue of 
Jegal process or under and by virtue of a mort- 
gage), without first having obtained a _ license 
therefor, as herein required, shall be fined not less 
than $25 nor more than $100 for each offense. 

Sec. 2. This ordinance shall take immediate 
effect. 

By this amendment the scope of the 
auctioneers’ ordinance is narrowed so as 
to include qnly jewelry and other goods 
specifically named. This will allow of night 
auctions of all other kinds of goods. The 
reason given is.that the public is subject to 
fraud in night auctions only in the case of 
jewelry and allied lines, the artificial light 
tending to deceive the buyer as to the na- 
ture of the goods. 

Information has been received that the 
Supreme Court of the State will hold the 
long-deferred hearing on the auction ordin- 
ance this week or next. The jewelers have 
been anxiously awaiting this decision,

There was considerable interest recently 
in the announcement made by the American 
Optical Co., Southbridge, Mass., that this 
concern intended to make watch crystals 
for the wholesale jewelry and watch ma- 
terial trade. While attempts to make watch 
crystals in this country have been 4qn- 
nounced in the past, this is practically the 
first time that a concern directly connected 
with the manufacture of glass, or of the 
size of the American Optical Co., has un- 
dertaken to go into this industry on a scale 
that will compete with the foreign manu- 
facturers. 

In speaking of the situation, the Ameri- 
can Optical Co.’s officers stated that the 
venture was decided upon only after a con- 
siderable study of the problem. Their ac- 
tion was predicated on the present chaotic 
state of affairs abroad, coupled with the 
fact that the company’s lens plant, the larg- 
est in the world, with over 1,200 lens- 
makers, afforded an unusually favorable 
opportunity to enter into this line of busi- 
ness. The company therefore hopes to be 
the first concern in the United States to be 
ready to supply the trade with the “Made- 
in-America” watch crystals. 

One feature to which attention is called 
is the intention of the concern to produce 
crystals of absolute standards of measure- 
ment, thereby improving as much as pos- 
sible on the often obsolete and hand-made 
methods which have been followed to some 
extent in Europe. With its years of ex- 
perience and the unique efficiency of its 
lens-making machinery, the company be- 
lieves that it can supply watch crystals that 
will not vary the slightest from absolute 
standards. 

Some shipments have already been made 
to the wholesale trade, it is announced, and 
to watch manutacturers, and samples are 
being shown to the trade by the concern’s 
selling force and through its sales branches 
in New York, Chicago and San Francisco.

Recent Decisions by Board of United 
States General Appraisers of In- 
terest to the Trade. 

Among the recent decisions rendered by 
the Board of United States General Ap- 
praisers 1s one on the protest of T. D. 
Downing & Co., Boston, Mass., regarding 
the duty on medallions witn metal frames 
which the Collector assessed at 45 per cent. 
ad valorem, under Par. 199, as manufac- 
tures in chief value of metal. The im- 
porters, however, claimed a part of the 
consignment, which consisted in all of four 
gross.of articles, was entitled to enter this 
port at a lower rate. The Board, after 
hearing testimony, partially sustained the 
importers and placed the duty on one gross 
yf the articles at the rate claimed by the 

importers. 

A. J. Hague & Co. were overruled for a 
lower duty on necklaces, bracelets and 
brooches. These articles the Collector as- 
sessed at 60 per cent. ad valorem, under 
Par. 121, as beaded articies. The im- 
porters, however, contended that the mer- 
chandise was toys and that as such should 
be assessed at 35 per cent. ad valorem, 
under Par. 431 of the Act of 1909. The 
board ruled that as there was no evidence 
that the merchandise in question was in- 
tended and designed for the amusement 


of children only, the Collector in his orig- 
inal classification was upheld. 

B. Altman & Co., New York, and others 
were also among the successful protestants. 
On a consignment of hatpins, brass plated 
and set with imitation precious stones and 
valued at 20 cents per dozen, the Collector 
levied a duty of 85 per cent. ad valorem, 
under Par. 448. This rate, the importers 
claimed, was excessive and protested that

England Manufacturing Jewelers’ and Sil- 
versmiths’ Association has commenced 
active work in preparation for the annual 
mid-Winter banquet which it is intended 
the occasion this year will, in no way, fall 
behind the high standard set in previous 
years.

On motion of a 
member of the committee it was voted 
that the tentative amendments be referred 
back to the committee for reconsideration. 
It was also voted that the committee obtain 
from the manufacturers of gold-plated 
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wares definitions of gold-filled, rolled-gold 
plate and gold eiectro plate articles, and to 
this end questions are to be sent to all 
manutacturers of these throughout New 
England, with the request that answers be 
returned immediately. Ihe committee calls 
attention to the importance of these ques- 
tions in view of the fact that any new 
stamping legislation for gold plate must 
rest on a clear and positive definition of 
these terms.

An Important De- HE decision of t 
(’nited States Dis- 


epiepidiaylibeats trict Court in Phila 
Anti-Trust Law. delphia in the action 
brought by the Government against the 
Keystone Watch Case Co., the text of 
which was published in full in the last 
issue of THE JEWELERS’ CIRCULAR, has been 
heralded throughout the country as a mat- 
ter of most unusual importance to the mer- 
cantile world, inasmuch as it marks a de- 
velopment in the interpretation of the Sher- 
man law by the courts in a way that shows 
that these tribunals are beginning to look 
to the actual effect upon business and public 
interest of the action complained of under 
the statute even more than they do to the 
technical violation of the words in the law. 
[In the Keystone case the court, while find- 
ing the company and the other defendants 
guilty of transgressing the Sherman statute 
in sending out the famous letter of Jan. 15, 
1910, and in their subsequent actions in 
connection therewith, as well as in certain 
actions relating to price maintenance, re- 
fuses to grant the prayer in the Govern- 
ment’s petition that the company be dis- 
solved and its constituents or subsidiary 
companies be restored to their original 
status. 

Instead of this, the court grants the Gov- 
ernment an injunction against the company 
and the other defendants that will restrain 
them from continuing to commit any of the 
acts which, under this decision, have been 
found to be in contravention of the law. 
The judges came to this conclusion because 
the records satisfied them that “‘the watch- 
case business is not now suffering from the 
absence of live and healthy competition,” 
and they think that the court is not called 
upon to intefere; but on the chance that 
“conditions in the future should make 1! 
desirable for the Government to ask for 
ulditional relief, even at the point of break- 
ing up the defendant corporation,” the 
court retains jurisdiction of the case and 
leaves it for the Government ‘to take such 
action hereafter as may seem appropriate.” 

Before coming to its conclusion the court 
takes up the anti-trust law from an angle 
has not been generally considered in 
previous controversies, except perhaps in 
the Harvester case, going in detail into the 
question of what 1s unreasonable restrain!

of trade or what are the ordinary marks 
of a course of conduct that may be prop- 
erly condemned as a restraint of trade and 
how they are to be determined. ‘Congress,’ 
says the court, “certainly did not intend to 
condemn the proper exercise of business 
zeal and energy, and we must recur to the 
rule of reason and ask not merely what is 
restraint of trade but what is unreasonable 
restraint of trade. * * * Competitors 
must not be oppressed or coerced, and 
fraudulent or unfair or oppressive rivalry 
must not be pursued. * * * Prices must 
not be arbitrarily fixed or maintained, and 
an artificial scarcity must not be produced, 
since the effect of such a scarcity is to 
raise prices. If some or all of these ele- 
ments of trade restraint be present, the 
statute requires the application of an ap- 
propriate remedy; but if none of them be 
present, on what satisfactory ground is con- 
demnation to be pronounced, even though 
the general statute has been violated? 
Merely size alone is not a proper ground, 
as it is no more than reasonable to say that 
when a large business has proved itself to 
be beneficial and not harmful it should not 
be condemned merely because it is large.” 

\ltogether the court seems to have taken 
up the subject from a general standpoint, 
and considered not only the facts of the 
case in question but the situation in the 
watch-case trade as it exists to-day as the 
result of the acts complained of, and 
also considered whether or not the remedy 
sought under the law would improve the 

nditions of the trade and the community 
and accomplish the real object for which 
the court considers the statute to have been 
passed.

view. According to this, the total commer- 
cial insolvencies numbered 18,280, as 
against 16,037 a year ago, and the total 
liabilities amounted to $357,908,859, as 
against $272,672.288 in 1913. These figures 
show that the manufacturing failures 
jumped to 4,620 last year, as against 4,243 
in 1913, while the liabilities in the same 


periods were $135,636,279, as against $123,- 
122 528. The failures in trading lines in- 


creased to 12,851, as against 11,145 in 1913, 
and the liabilities amounted to $165,864,852 
last year, as against $115,115,212 a year 
ago, The failures among brokers and 
agents are given as 809 for the year, as 
against 649 in 1913, with liabilities of $56,- 


407,728, as against $34,434,548 in 1913. 


Insolvencies in the jewelry and clock 
trades are covered in a special department 
of a table of failures by branches of busi- 
ness and show an increase in these lines 
in both number and amount of liabilities 
which, though large, is not remarkable, the 
increase in number being but 71 over the pre- 
vious year and only eight over 1912, while 
the increase in liabilities is less than $l,- 
000,000 over 1913 and less than a half 
million over that of 1912. According to 
these statistics the total insolvencies during 
1914 numbered 393 and the liabilities $#,- 
663,309. The figures for previous years 
2 failures in 1913, with liabilities 
9296; 385 failures in 1912, with 
liabilities of $4,080,816; 296 failures in 1911, 
with liabilities of $3,270,182, and 242 fail- 
ures in 1910, with liabilities of $3,271,427.

Thorwarth, who is a cripple, 
stated that several nights before the com- 
plaint was made the lights in the store 
went out and a customer, whose name he 
did not know, offered to make the needed 
repairs. He gave his consent, but was un- 
able to see whether the work was done right 
or not because of his crippled condition, 


which prevented his getting up to the 
meter. 

In the arrest of a young man 24 years 
old, in a furnished room house at 394 


Washington St., last week, the First Pre- 
cinct police believe they have discovered an 
attempt at swindling. When arraigned be- 
fore Judge Congleton he was remanded 
pending further investigation. He told the 


judge that he was commissioned to act as 
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the Newark representative of the “Phila- 
delphia Jewelry Co.” by a “Mr. Anderson,” 
whom he had met in a railroad station at 
Philadelphia. It is alleged that the pris- 
oner tried to defraud two young women of 
money by asking “security” for positions 
which he had offered them. According to 
the police he inserted an advertisement in 
the local papers for two young women “ex- 
perienced in work.” Miss Martha 
Richardson, one of the women who an- 
swered the advertisement alleges she was 
offered a position as forelady of a jewelry 
shop, but must deposit $20 as security. The 
jewelry shop, she stated, was located in two 
furnished rooms. |The man later reduced 
the amount of the security he demanded to 
$15 Miss Richardson stated, but she re- 
fused to make a deposit. Miss Madeline 
Beck, who boards in the same house as the 
man, says she was promised a position as 
“forelady in the polishing department.” It 
alleged that the prisoner asked 
for a deposit from a boy sent to him by an 
employment bureau to act as a messenger.

| ee of the greatest problems the jeweler 
must solve is to get the greatest 
amount of floor and wall space possible at 
a minimum cost for equipment and rent. 
In the olden days, when the jeweler’s fix- 
tures consisted of a wooden base and a 
flat counter showcase upon the top of it, 
and when most all lines of goods were 
carried on the shelves, in cartons and in 
their original paper wrappings, the prob- 
lem was a small matter. That was because 
we knew no better. To-day we recognize 
the great value of showing goods, and the 
greater value of showing them tastefully, 
of showing them temptingly. 

The cost of the equipment of the modern 
jewelry store is out of all proportion to 
the amount of stock carried, but this can- 
not be helped. A great deal of the glass 
and paneled finish of the fixtures is a neces- 
sity, not a luxury. It is necessary to give 
the store the appearance of prosperity. It 
is necessary to give the beautiful wares a 
proper setting. It is necessary to show the 
greatest amount of goods in the shortest 
period of time. Hence proper store equip- 
ment is of threefold value. 

Unless the store has every evidence of 
prosperity and up-to-dateness the business 
will suffer, This is an absolute fact in 
spite of an occasional exception. There are 
exceptions to every rule, but these must 
not be mistaken for the rule itself. 

There still lingers in some localities a 
jeweler who follows the old-fashioned 
methods, whose store is dingy and unin- 
viting, who apparently retains his old trade 
in spite of the advancement in equipment 
in the newer and more up-to-date stores. 
But the question to be answered 1s, Does 
he retain his trade? We are of the opinion 
that he does not. He may have a reputa- 
tion for reliability dating back over 40 
years. That is an enviable asset for any 
jeweler to have, but it is not enough to 
nake the business successful; for no busi- 
ness is successful that merely holds its own 
in a city where expansion is going on. This 
in itself proves the methods pursued by 
this old-fashioned jeweler to be wrong. 

That the more modern equipment de- 
signed for the retail jewelry store is neces- 
sary for the proper setting of the goods to 
be shown cannot be denied. Valuable 
goods, beautiful goods, fragile goods, all 
become more valuable to the person about 
to purchase when shown in a pretty and 
suitable surrounding. We all know the 
power of an attractive box. The interenc 
is obvious. 

The great savings that can be effected in 
the running expenses of a store by proper 
equipment might be cited. The installation 
of a certain kind of equipment may relieve 
the store of a clerk’s services, paying for

its installation in the first six months. 





is a feature of store equipment that is very 
often not considered. 

The proper arrangement of the different 
stocks will often result in a saving in clerk 
hire. But the greatest value in proper store 
arrangement is the greater number of sales 
that can be made in a given time, giving 
the customer quicker and better service. 
The majority of customers value this as 
much as the reliability of the wares pur- 
chased. 

[t requires study to secure accurate data 
upon which to base the arrangement of the 
different stocks in the store. The very 
simple expedient of changing the location 
in the store of a stock may be enough to 
double the output. The resulting sales may 
be double with the same amount of effort 
and help. 

An experienced merchant says: “The 
selling forces divide themselves into two 
factors; personal and impersonal. The 
personal element embraces the shop service 
from the manager, who determines the 
policies of the establishment, to the girl 
behind the counter who by dillydallying 
may lose the store many valuable custo- 
mers. Ihe impersonal forces include the 
appearance of the establishment, the win- 
dow displays, the show case and wall case 
displays and arrangement and the conve- 
nience in getting to the different depart- 
ments. 

“Store arrangement,” testifies this mer- 
chant, “is the greatest silent force in 
modern merchandising. It is a pace-maker 
for the salesman and saleslady.”

This merchant attributes at least 40 per 
cent. of his sales to store arrangement. 

The jeweler who appreciates the possibili- 
ties of selling goods that the customer has 
not come for, or even thought of buying, 
plans his store arrangement wisely if he 
makes it necessary for that customer to 
view on display, and for sale, such articles 
as she will desire when she sees them. This 
is sometimes accomplished by placing 
staple wares in the rear of the store. The 
most called-for goods are not placed at 
the entrance, but at the farthest part of the 
store. To offset the possible annoyance 
this might cause the customer, the merchant 
has counter cases and wallcases tastily ar- 
rayed and dressed with things she likes to 
see. 
\s she marches down to the far-away 
department for some trifling article, sh 


sees on every side things her heart delights 


in. The way is all too short as she stares 
with delight upon the many things her 
heart desires. .And herein is the jeweler’s 
wisdom, what a woman desires, and secs 
she buys. 


Kyven 1f she has come in with the inten- 
tion of merely looking around she its lured 


] 


from one case to the other, from one part 


of the store to ancther, until the tempta- 


tion becomes too strong for her to resist 
and she stops and buys. 

[It seems unnecessary to mention any de- 
partment or any class of goods specially 
in speaking of store arrangement, because 
we can only mention in a general way the 
principles underlying store arrangement. 
But it is a sure thing that if a woman 
comes into a jewelry store to look at table- 
ware and has to pass the silver display, or 
has it staring her in the face from where 
she stands, her interest in silver will be 
aroused, and as there may be an intention 
to purchase both the benefits are sure. 

If a woman comes in to have her glasses 
mended, and by any chance the optical de- 
partment happens to be so situated that 
she has to pass by a few cases where novel- 
ties and other wares are necessarily seen 
it seems only reasonable to believe that she 
will be interested. 

While manv jewelers maintain watch re- 
pair departments at the front entrance, the 
writer thinks it a great mistake, unless the 
jeweler is watchmaker as well. Then there 
is a reason, he wants to be near the door 
when possible customers come in. There 
is no other reason why this department 
should be so placed. 

Another merchant describes a method 
of selling silver from “Chests.” The idea 
is to have but a few designs in stock but 
to carry these complete. The goods are 
shown in chests, drawer compartments be- 
ing particularly laid out for the different 
articles. 

He contrasts the new and the old 
methods. The old way was to have a great 
variety of patterns in a confusing lot of 
goods. Berry spoons might be in several 
patterns and cold meat forks in as many 
more, but one could not match up the two 
because of the variety. And the same dif- 
ficulty was found all the way through the 
entire line of silver. 


The new way is to have each pattern 
complete and keep separate from the others. 
When a customer desires gift silver for 
any one who has had a certain pattern be- 
fore it is an easy matter to sell silver from 
the chest containing that pattern. This 
method helps to settle he question of “what 
to give,” and narrows the purchaser down 
to just which article from a few to select 
[fence selling is made much easier.

The easier it is made for the customer 
to buy the greater the sales at a minimum 
of cost for selling. Store arrangement 
then is of the greatest importance to the 
jeweler and his time in studying this phase 
of his business will be well repaid when 
he acts upon his findings. 

What the merchant should do is to ana- 
lvze things oftener. This phase of store- 
keeping needs attention as closely as buy- 
ing, accounting or any other part of the 
business. Let us make 1915 a year of steady 
study of arrangement. Let us study the 
effects of having different departments in 
different locations in the store. Analyze 
the effect of having different departments 
together, that is, side and side. Then act 
upon your convictions and continue to ana- 
lyze. It is a profitable study. 





The Dealer Across the Street. 


HAT view do you take of your com- 
petitor across the way? Are you 
friendly with him? Do you meet him so- 
cially?

VERY business man is an advertiser, 


whether he admits it or not. The 
merchant down the street advertises by the 
appearance of his show windows, by the 
condition of his horses and wagons, by the 
cleanliness of his store, by the courtesy or 
discourtesy of his clerks. Now all these 
things advertise a man, whether he admits 
it or not. Whether or not we have any- 
thing to sell, we, as individuals, are adver- 
tisers. Every man wants to appear well be- 
fore his fellow men. Some of us have oa 
hard time overcoming the habits of our 
youth in getting up in the morning and 
looking at the cuffs of our shirt to see tf ‘st 
won't do for another day; perhaps the only 
reason we don’t wear it another day ts not 
that we will not be satisfied, but we are 
afraid that someone will see tt; hence bad 
advertising for us. 

‘“T believe in advertising a city as well as 
in advertising a business. I know you men 
will not misunderstand me or misinterpret 
my remarks when [| say that Pittsburgh to- 
day could stand some good publicity to 
overcome some of the silly and unjust bad 
advertising that has been done from the 
stage and from other places a making 
Pittsburgh the butt of a good many jokes. 
I regard Pittsburgh as one of the great 
cities of this country, but people have to 
come here and see your fair city to appre- 
ciate what you have here, not only from a 
business standpoint, but to see, from a 
beauty standpoint, what a wonderful, grand 
city you have here. When a man comes 
here he leaves with a good impression, but 
what you want to do is to have more peo- 
ple come here to get that good impression. 

TWO EXCUSES OFTEN HEARD. 

“There are only two reasons why a man 
should not advertise; and, after all, they 
are not reasons, but excuses, in most cases. 
| learned a long time ago, as a salesman, 
the difference between a reason and an ex- 
cuse. However, the man who makes these 
excuses will say: (1) ‘I have so much 
business I don’t have to advertise’; (2) ‘| 
have so little | can’t afford to advertise.’ 
Now, if a man is looking for an excuse he 
has one of these two to offer all the time. 

“A good deal is said and written nowa- 
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da O vel : 
New, I don’t know much about the psychol- 
ogy of it—I hardly know what the word 
means. If | were asked to define advertis- 
ing I should do it in one sentence by say- 
ing: It is having the right idea and using 
i: at the right time. To my mind there are 
just three fundamental principles in adver- 


tising : 


(1) Be honest. 
(2) Be sensible. 
“(3) Be persistent. 
‘There are two objects in advertising: 


(1) To sell goods immediately. 
“(2) To create prestige, or good-will. 
“Of course it is necessary to advertise to 
sell goods immediately, but it 1s equally as 
important to advertise to create a reputa- 





tion for fair dealing—to create that thing 
which we call prestige. In many businesses 
prestige, or good-will, is worth as much in 
the sale of the business as the actual assets 
themselves. You take any of your good 
retail stores here in Pittsburgh which have 
been doing advertising and who are known 
as reputable concerns; if they should burn 
out to-night they would only be out of busi- 
ness long enough for them to restock and 
reopen, because the thing which is of 
greatest value to them—their prestige, or 
good-will—and their reputation in this ter- 
ritory are the things which no fire could 
destroy. 

“Speaking of reputation, gentlemen, you 
know that very few men live long enough 
to make two reputations; most of us have 
a hard time living long enough to make 
one. You young men here to-night want to 
remember this; don’t think you can travel 
on the wrong road a certain length of time 
and then change at your will, because you 
will find that you can’t do that. Start on 
the right road and stay there. 


SMALL WORDS URGED. 

“Now another suggestion about the 
wording of advertising copy; you should 
use small words to express yourself. Use 
words of two syllables as much as possible. 
Write and talk in a way that the man 
without an education can understand what 
you are talking about, and then it is a cer- 
tainty that the man with an education will 
know, or at least he ought to know. Write 
from the point of contact of the man who 
reads the copy, and not from your point of 
contact as a manufacturer or merchant. 
We are all selfish; we listen to anyone 
who is talking about our affairs, but we 
don’t always want to listen to the fellow 
who is talking about his business. 

“IT am often asked what are the best me- 
diums for advertising. Of course that de- 
pends somewhat upon what you are going 
to sell. | think, on the whole, that news- 
papers are the best advertising mediums, 
because people buy newspapers to read the 
news and they stumble into the advertising. 
Of course in all national campaigns one 
can use the weeklies and monthlies, in addi- 
tion to newspapers of all kinds.

An Attractive Holiday Display. 


Een FLACHSMANN, 819 Gratiot Ave., 

Detroit, Mich., has attracted much at- 
tention the past few years by the sim- 
plicity and beauty of his window decora- 
tions at the holiday season. Otto Flachs- 
mann is responsible for the accompanying 
effects. 

In connection with this work Mr. Flachs- 
niann states that he has found the special 
articles on this subject in THE JEWELERS’ 
CIRCULAR to be of the greatest help, and 
they are the first thing that he reads in the 
paper each week. 

The window shows a background of 
white cheesecloth, various levels being at- 
tained by the use of boxes and shelves, so 
as to show different kinds of goods as a 
part of the whole effect and yet to segre- 
gate them by classes. A lattice of cloth 
strips is arranged to form a back and top 
for the window and on this is pinned holly 
at intervals, the green and white contrast- 
ing. A single wooden bar covered with 
cloth gives an added effect to the top. 

The arrangement of the window 1s a 
logical one, the clocks forming a_ back- 
ground and the other larger pieces being 
at the sides and in other places so arranged 
as to divide the smaller articles into 
groups. Rings, watches and small jewelry 
are well in the, front. This makes every 
article in the window equally accessible to 
the eye and prevents any one class of 
goods from predominating in the display. 

While this general type of window 
dressing has now been used by Mr. Flachs- 
mann for three seasons, he has chosen 
other color schemes for the different sea- 
sons, each suitable to the particular time. 





Store Illumination. 





ROPER illumination for a_ jewelry 
store is, of course, most important. 
Diamonds and other precious stones show 
up very differently in different kinds of 
light, as is well known. For this reason 
many retailers spend an enormous amount 
of money on their show window in the at- 
tempt to make the stock appear as attrac- 
tive as possible. 

In designing illumination, according to 
W. H. Bytham in the Trade and Canadian 
Jeweler, two main objects must be held in 
mind: (i) the intensity of illumination 
must be sufficiently high; (2) the diffusion 
of light good. The most satisfactory re- 
sults are obtained when the light is from 
above and in front. Rarely need the angle 
of “light thrown” cover an angle of more 
than 90 degrees measured in a plane per- 
pendicular to the floor of the same. Many 
lamp manufacturers seem to be ignorant 
of this, for most of their reflectors pro- 
ject too much light towards the top of the 
window. Quite a number of them have un- 
necessarily weird curves, The mirrored 
glass reflector is very efficient; it is opaque 
and encloses the lamp; no light, therefore, 
is lost in the upper part of the window. 

The clear, prismatic reflector is of good, 
scientific design and cheap, but being trans- 
lucent, dissipates some of the light to the 


upper part of the window and ceiling, 
where it 1s not required; it must frequent 
ly be removed and cleaned on account of 
the prism. Steel, cone-shaped reflectors 
lined with mirrored glass strips are fairly 
ethcient while new, but soon become inef- 
heient and require frequent cleaning on 
account of the many joints in the glass. 
Opal glassware gives good aesthetic re- 
sults, but is not efficient.

which they are installed. They are lined 
either with opal glass or corrugated mir- 
rored glass; the initial efficiency of the 
mirrored glass is higher than that of the 
opal glass, but owing to the action of the 
air and heat the mercury backing turns 
brown and peels at the edges. Since this 
reflector does not enclose the lamp, a con- 
siderable portion of the filament is exposed, 
and much light is therefore wasted. 

For a great many windows the ideal ar- 
rangement for illumination is to place the 
concentrating units in a vertical position in 
the upper front edge of the window. Often 
two reflectors are necessary; one to throw 
the light down, and another to throw the 
light back. It is desirable to have a broad 
throw of light lengthwise to the window as 
it tends to produce good diffusion. 

A larger number of small light units 1s 
preferable to a small number of large units. 
The cost of installation of.the former is 
large, but the latter system is only suitable 
for horizontal articles, and has the further 
disadvantage of producing insufficient and 
unsightly illumination when one of the 
lamps fail. 

High, narrow windows are difficult to 1l- 
luminate; they should be lighted from the 
bottom as well as from the top, or they may 
be divided into fairly narrow vertical com- 
partments, and illuminated from the sides 
of these.

The Work a Watch Does. 





QO! of sight, out of mind, 1s particu- 
larly true in regard to the mechanism 
watch, and even interested in 
mechanical matters seldom consider the 
amount of work performed by this useful 
little piece of machinery. Take the balance 
wheel, for example. In the average watch 
this vibrates 300 times a minute, 18,000 
times each hour, 432,000 times a day and 
157,788,000 times a year. As each vibra- 
tion covers about one and a half revolu-

tions, the shaft on which the balance wheel 
is mounted makes 236,682,000 revolutions in 
its bearings each year. Compare this with 
a modern locomotive with seven-foot driv- 
ers, which would have to run 985,824 miles 
to make an equal number of revolutions; 
and, running at the rate of a mile a minute, 
without stopping, it would take 683 days, 
or nearly two years, for the axle of the 
drive wheel of the locomotive to make as 
many revolutions as the balance wheel 
shaft of the watch does in one year, and 
it would cover a distance of over 39 times 
around the world.—Sctentific American.

Horological Notes. 


_ employment of cast-iron wheels in 
the striking trains of large clocks has 


greatly reduced their price. Like steel, it 
is a compound consisting mainly of iron 
and carbon. It differs from steel, however, 
as is well known, in the quantity of carbon 
present. Steel never contains more than 
1.5 per cent. carbon, while the amount in 
cast iron runs all the way from two per 
cent. upward. The introduction of what 1s 
known as malleable castings has made the 
working of cast iron much simpler. Cast 
iron is used more extensively for parts and 
objects which subjected to a great 
amount of strain or wear. What is known 
as Swedish iron is very easy to work, and 
may be hammered into thin sheets with 
comparative facility. This specie of iron 
has been used with good results by the 
well-known artsmiths, who have produced 
out of iron all kinds of flowers and intri- 
cate designs. The petals, leaves, calyxes 
and stems of flowers have been produced 
out of this material with wonderful lifelike 
accuracy. It watchmaker who first 
discovered a method of producing cast steel 
could be 
worked without much difficulty. This man 
was B. Huntsman, of York. Steel pro- 
duced by his method is valued even to-day. 
Steel when not annealed from time to time 
its working brittle or 
cracks. The tenacity of cast steel is in- 
creased by forging it at a low temper or 
heat by cold hammering. This is prefer- 
able for the making of pinions, staffs, piv- 
ots, etc. Steel when properly cold ham- 
mered can be filed and turned well. When 
heated evenly it will not become distorted 
in hardening if the proper care is taken. 
Rough steel—i. e., steel that has been 
“scaled” during any hardening process—is 
often cleaned by immersing in sulphuric 
acid. When taken out from the acid it 
should, however, be well cleaned with water 
and wiped thoroughly dry.
